Yugoslavia 
Rejects Plan 


Formally 
Rejects 
Recom­ 
mendations Of Big Four 
On Venezia Guilia 
And Trieste 


PARIS, Aug. 2.— a N S I—Yugosla­ 
via on Thursday formally rejected 
recommendations of the big 
four 
council oi foreign ministers for the 
future status of Venezia Guilia and 
Trieste. 
In his maiden speech to tlie plen­ 
ary council oi the peace conference 
in Paris, delivered after the pro­ 
cedural committee had granted ail 
small nations the right to >peak on 
all subjects while withholding their 
rights to vote, Evarci Kardelj of Yu­ 
goslavia announced: 
“Yugoslavia 
cannot 
accept 
the 
council’s decision as it now stands. 
‘The French line * internationaliz­ 
ing Trieste and cutting olf the Yu­ 
goslav hinterland from this leading 
Adriatic port) is in negation of ail 
the principles lor which we fought. 
“It abandons large sections of the 
Slovénie people to Italian oppres- 
tion.” 
Kardelj struck hard against any 
soft 
peace 
for Italy 
complaining 
that the foreign ministers* proposal 
gave no guarantee for losses and 
damages suffered. 
He said: 
•'There should be no leniency to­ 
ward 
an aggressor, but adequate 
reparations and just punishment." 
Kardelj demanded that aggressors 
evacuate all territories “unjustly ob­ 
tained. otherwise the way would be 
left open for new aggressions." 
He 
continued : 
“This conference will have failed 
if it does not drive home once and 
for all the principle that right is 
stronger th an might.” 
Kardelj lengthily argued Tiat the 
m ain task of the conference is to 
eliminate permanently the roots of 
aggression and render Germany and 
Italy impotent as 
future 
warring 
powers.
